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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 3/2/09 lias been considered. Applicant's arguments are 
deemed to be persuasive-in-part. 
Claims 1-9 and 21-25 are pending. 

The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is withdrawn in view of 

applicant's amendment. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 8-14, 16-18, 26 and 30-33 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Isakson et al US 5756529 is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment, but can be re-instated if the amended portion is removed. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 8-14, 16-18, 26 and 30-33 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Talley US 5466823 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment, 
but can be re-instated if the amended portion is removed. 

The rejection of claims 1,5-14, 16-18, 26 and 30-33 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Sherman et al Cancer Research vol. 43 p. 4283 (1983) is 
withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21, 23, 25 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Relibein et a! Journal of Neurochemistry vol. 82 p. 1039 (2002). The reasons for this 
rejection are record in the paper mailed 1 1/3/08. 

Applicant argues that the reference does not teach the claimed uses and that the 
specification is clearly directed to low molecular weight compounds. As stated in the 
rejection, the limitation of the diseases to be treated in the claims is intended use and 
intended use in composition claims carries little weight. Additionally, the claims are to 
read in the broadest light possible and "compounds" reads on any compounds. 
Antibodies read on this broad definition. 

Claims 21-25 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Min et al Genes and Development vol. 1 1 p. 1023 (1997). The reasons for this rejection 
are record in the paper mailed 1 1/3/08. 

Applicant argues that the reference does not teach the claimed uses and that the 
specification is clearly directed to low molecular weight compounds. As stated in the 
rejection, the limitation of the diseases to be treated in the claims is intended use and 
intended use in composition claims carries little weight. Additionally, the claims are to 
read in the broadest light possible and "compounds" reads on any compounds. 
Antibodies read on this broad definition. 

New Grounds of Rejection 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. THIS IS A NEW MATTER REJECTION. 

The newly added limitation of -N+CH-NR5R5, wherein R5 is alkyi is new matter 
because the definitions on pages 19, lines 20-24 and page 20, lines 25-30 do not 
support this. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: it is not clear 
what "]" is after the 0=S=0 group. Appropriate correction is required.
